Was Daughter of Humble 


Pioneer, Says Doctor 
Louis A. Warren. 


FORT WAYNE, IND.—Attempts 
of historians to connect Abraham 
lincoln’s first sweetheart, Ann Rut- 
ledge, with the distinguished family 
of South Carolina have failed, it 
was announced here by Dr. Louis A. 
Warren, director of the Lincoln 
Research Foundation. 

“Intensive studies in the records 
of Pioneer families fail to reveal 
any connection between the Ann 
Rutledge whom Abraham Lincoln 
courted in New Salem, Ill., and the 
famous Rutledges of South Caro- 
lina,” Doctor Warren asserted. “Un- 
til some duly authorized records 
show such a connection, it is best 
to think of Ann Rutledge as a 
daughter of a humble pioneer, mov- 
ing in about the same social circles 
as Lincoln, who said just a century 
ago this year: 

“Tl was born and have ever re- 
mained in the most humble walks 
of life. I have no wealthy or popu- 
lar relations or friends to recom- 
mend me.’” 

Doctor Warren, known as one of 
the foremost Lincolnian scholars. 
was appointed director of the Lin- 
coln Historical Research Founda. 
tion when that organization was en- 
dowed by the Lincoln National Life 
Insurance Company to perpetuate 
Lincoln tore and further study of 
Lincoln's life. He is the author of 
“Lincoln's Parentage and Child- 
hood” and has made many contribu- 
tions to the fund of information on 
Lincoin’s ancestry. 

“There was a colony of Rutledges 
in Augusta County, Virginia, which 
may prove to be the same family 
from which Ann Rutledge descend- 
ed,” Doctor Warren said, pointing 
out that it was in the same coun- 
ty that Lincoln's father, Thomas 


Lincoln, was born. He _ suggested 
that Ann’s ancestors probably fol- 
lowed the same _ pioneering trail 
from Virginia, through Kentucky 
and Indiana, to New Salem, IIL, 


that the Lincolns followed, 
“But the idea that Ann Rutledge 
was descended from the Soutb Car- 


Olina aristocrats of the same name 
probably originated with a romance. 
All attempts to prove the relation- 
ship have failed.”

steel, copper or tinned copper, 
glass-lined, are sometimes em- 
ployed. 

In the City 


In the city the milk is poured 
into large tanks and pumped to 
the top floor of the plant, or con- 
veyed there in the original con- 
tainers. It is run through the 
clarifier which removes all vis- 
ible dirt, pasteurized, and run into 
a cooler. When cold, it is trans- 
ferred to the filling machine and 
then into the bottles which are 
delivered at your door. 

The safe and sanitary cleanlie 
ness of tin is emphasized by the 
following quotation from ‘The 
Principles and Practice of Milk 
Hygiene,” by Louis A. Klein— 
“All surfaces with which the milk 
comes in contact should be cov- 
ered with tin.” 

In caring for the tin receptacles 
the same method as that adopted 
by the great canneries is observed 
—rinsing with cold water, then 
washing with soapy water, then 
rinsing and sterilization by live 
steam. In this way the milk ar- 
rives at its destination as pure 
and uncontaminated as do the 
delicious peaches of California, or 
the scious slices of ripe Hawai- 
ian pineapple that travel countless 
miles over sea and land safe from 


all the elements of deterioration 
in their sealed containers of hy- 
gienic tin.*
